The last portion of the descent 
is dawn a long staircase of roughly 
placed blocks of stone, and it is marvel- 
ous how the laden men and ponies keep 
thetr footing-on it. | 

From Chandragiri Pass there is 4 
beautiful view down into the valley, 
studded with numerous towns and vil- 
lnges and surrounded on all sides hy 
monntains, while to the north tower the 
everlasting snowy peaks of Gosainthan 
und Dayal. 

From the foot of the pass an excellent 
carriage toad into the town of What- 
Inanda tans through the valley teeming 
with people, towns, puilaces, temples, and 
innumerable shrines, There are miles of 
such pood cnrmmage roads within the val- 
ley, mostly constrocted in Jung Baha- 
durs time, and carriages and pairs and 
oceasionnlly a tour-in-hand are constantly 
med by the palace people. 

Tn this valley, where the shrines alone 
are said to nimber more than 2.700, the 
huildings present an amazing diversity 
of form, derived from. niany sourtes— 
Reyntian, as shown in the typteal farm 
of the windows and doorways finely 
adapted to local traditions; Persian, 
Babylonian, bodo-Aryan; and even Nes- 
torian in <ome of the designe.

In the structural features of their 
architectire. and ifs ornamentation, in 
ther sacred utensils, ans and armor, in 
their howseliuobd implements, yveebments, 
jewelry, everything, there isa sinularity 
ancl spiccial form which ruts. through ail 
these eastern Himalavan States, The 
opinion of Sir George Birdwood, the 
‘great authority on sich matters, is as fol- 
aws concerning the source ;

AM INGENTOUS METIION OF FORTIFICATION 


The most striking buildings of Nepal's 
comparatively meacert capital, Khat- 
mandi, ate, perhaps, those composing 
the Durhar Palace, with tts many quad- 
rangles and: pagrmiba- bape tools, full of 
chambers and eects with stall eéonme|inu- 
nicating doors easily closed, which enable 
the inhabitants to. defend thempelves i in 
case of political distutbances, which are 
not infrequent. Some of the iiatinnes 
ure very fine and there are some striking 
hits-of woord-carving, 

The Royal Temple of the (rodsdess 
Taleju,. the protectress of the ruling 
family of Nepal, is the finest im the 
Durbar group and is kept exclusively for 
the use of the royal family, 

Him Sens Tower, a building wearly 
2e0 feet in height, stands out above the 
other biwiklings in the city. Tt is mcrely 
a tower, with no particular meaning, al- 
though the Nepalese have a legend that 
the great Jung Mabadur leaped on horse

Et stands in the center of the 
lreautifil valley, aguinst a hackground of 
green metintains and «nowy peake—a 
network of narrow, twisting Htthe streets 
packed full of shrines, temples, and 
puigedas, many of them aeperies anid full- 
Ing inte rons, bit still with exquisite bits 
nf caning and wondérful doorways of all 
shapes antl sizes and wonderful designs.

THE TOLY CENTER OF NEPAL 

Pashpati is the holy center of Nepal, 
to which tens of thousands of piers 
flack during the few days, once a year, 
when the country is thrown open. The 
roads are then one long, unending crowd 
of men and women, old and yeuneg, 
chanting as they go, “Pashpati nath ke- 


Jai.” Ite shrines and temples are. clus- 


tered on the banks of the holy Baehmutti 


River, and there the dying are brought 
to end their days. To these Hindu if is 
a place as holy as ic Denares to the plains 
men, and to die there, with the Sicred 
water lapping their feet, means passing 
to everlasting: peace, | 

The town ts thast pictiresquely ‘sitt- 
ated, the stream issuing from a narrow, 
beautifally wooded gorge and the golden 
roofs of the pagodas among the fresh 
greenery forming a lovely picture, en- 
livened throtghout the morning hours hy 
the constant stream of brilliantly dressed 
men and women coming to perform their 
religious ablutions before emtering mpon 
the day's work, 

The Temple of Chungu-Narain is situ- 
ite ona spur ofa motntain about eight 
miles to the east of Khatmando and is 
reached bya winding path of stone steps, 
to climb which t part of the pilgrimage.

VALERY OSCE WAS LAKE 


In the Valley of Khatmands itself: 
called hy the natives Nepal, and covering 
about 360 syiare miles, are situated the 
modem capital of Khatmandyu and the 
old and imiich mare pictarespue cupitals 
gf Patan and Bhatgaon, At some time 
in the remote past this valley was a lake, 
arid the eros of the vast accumulation 
of water most eventually have out for 
itself an outlet through the harner af 
inintains 1 the south. Gradually there 
was Init bure the rich alluvial deposit 
now drained by three tivers—the Hagh- 
mutt, Vishoomattl, and Manchera. 

These rivers have cut deep channels, 
through which they make ther way tll, 
converging in anarrow gorge, they finally 
find their outlet ta the plains of India as 
the Baghmuttr. 

This old lake hed forms an expanse of 
the most fertile-seil, industriousty cult 
vated from end to end,on which is grown 
a stceession of many and wart crops 
throughout the year: 7

that the valley was in early dave filled 
with water, ind attribute ite drymg -up 
to the miraculous power of one Mlanju 
Sri,of whom it is related than he smote 
the mountain with his sword, thus mak- 
ing the cutting by which the lake was 
drained and) the valley became ft for 
habitation.

TAHITI: A PLAYGROUND OF NATURE

r AUITI lies far from the feverish 
wetivities of modern indistrial lite 

| Tt is wore than 1,000 miles below 
the Exyator, in longitude about 150. de- 
eters West; 3,000 ntiles from Austrailia, 
3,600 miles from San Franciseo, 4,500 
itiles from the Panama Canal, 6,000 
miles from Asin, By ald trade roites— 
vin the Suez Canal and -\ustralia-At 15 
tiearly as far fiom New York as all these 
(distances commited, but the Panama 
Canal reduces this to.6,500!rantical eriiles. 
this effecting & saving of 10,000 mules 

Ever since its discovery by Wallis in 
iaie, the Otaheite of early exploration 
days—or King George the Third's Island, 
as this navigator calléd .it—tas been 
famed a’ oan isclated jewel remarkable in 
contour, tich in, verdure, blest with a 
Heasant, healtitel climate, and inhabited 
wy fricndly people of handsome plysiqite.

The native men at the dock were not so 
pictoresque, collectively, as thetr brothers 
whom IT afterward saw in the country, 
The dress of the majority was exceed- 
ingly prosaic, The average one amon 
them believed himself to be sufficiently

clad when wearing overalls and a light 
undershirt, except on Sundays and bol- 
days. In town | saw only a few wearing 
the brightly colored kilt, the prevailing 
gannent worn by Polynesian males living

Since I was to remain in. Tahiti several 
weeks, I joiried with a Frenchman in 
renting a house that stood on an old 
French-Tahitian battleground. Our prent- 
isee were almost surrounded by a: mock 
coffee hedge, and here gréw coffee. he- 
innas; passion fruit, pineapples, tree 
melons, and other fruits, together with 
roses and canmas, Around us bread frat 
and coconut palms hung heavily with 
foword. 

Our seighbors everywhere met us with 
friendly greetings, and inquisitive, bash- 
ful boys and girls peered at us through 
gate and window, Some of these people 
were musical. On the back doorstep of 
anadjoining yard a native woman nightly 
played “Swanee River” and other fiumil- 
ior compositions dn an aceardion, anil 
near et hand a busy phonograph te- 
minded us of home,

On ott first night among these people 


we saw an exlibition of native dancing. 
In this more life was displayed in one 
minute by each participant than 15 isunlly 
shown by the ordinary tslander in one 
day. The dance was-interpreted hy four- 
teen persons, only one af whom was a 
man, He provided rapid-fire “music” on 
a kerosene can, accompanying a brawny 
young woman, who manifested equal 
vigor anid zeal on a similar vessel, The 
other members of the company were 
dancers, with the exception af a tall girl 
who. stood between the drmmmers and 
was both director and assistant to the 
clamorius male. : | 

On a plicform in the rear of the hall 
a band of four yieces played frenaied 
music Hhe that heard at Mexiest ball- 
heht=. 

The supple bodies af the dancers—clad 
chiefly in white, with a sash or a ribbon 
ahaut the waist and a circle of blossoms 
or leaves on bare head—were automatons 
of vibration; the next metant they were 
masses of distorted limbs, Amid it all the

sharp-eved ledder twisted and whirled, 
directing with ‘short, loud. cries as she 
urged or rebuked, 

On the whole, the dance was for from 
graceful. The writhings were violent, 
an at times the movements of the hipe 
attained the rapid tempo of the music. 


EVERV ONE-RXCEMT THK TWWRIST RISES 
EARLY IN PAPEDRTR 

On my first morning in Popecte I 
found that everybody there rises early 
except the tourist. The capital believes 
it taking the most of the cool hours of 
the duwn., ‘The market opens at 5.30, the 
shops remove their shutters thirty min- 
ites later, sind the Eshorer begme work 
at the sane hour, 

AM this activity, liowever, is quict 
bustle. The only noise is the rattle of 
lantern-lighted carts driven furiously by 
nitive Jehos: These men of the whip 
love speed, and they insist on getting it, 
ever though the horse they drive looks 
like a cadaver. 

Acai o'clock, and i some cates an 
hour sooner, Papeete pauses to take a 
sitsia of an hour or two. Dring this 
period. all places of business are closed, 
arring Chinese shops, which Keep open 
uninterrypiedly until bedtime. 

The most animated moment of the 
town’s daily life begins shortly after’ its 
5,000 inhabitants awaken, The site of 
this activity is the market square. Sun- 
day is the chief market day of the week. 
At that time neatly dressed men and wo- 
men from many parts of Tahiti assemble 
at the market half an hour before the 
opening bell clangs its signal. 

On the previows day and night, boat- 
loads of fets (plantains) and oranges are 
laid outside the market huikling m prep- 
aration for the morning rash, and in the 
Sabbath dawn strites of fish and wagons 
filled with sail products are hurriel to 
the victualers’ stands,

customer is served the fish benches are 
stripped, and the butehers, hakers, and 
vegetable men have parted with more 
than half their stock.

The buivers have a great variety ‘to 
sHlect from, there being: a8 a rule, from 
fifteen to twerity kinds of fruit, greens, 
wod tubers, and o dogen sdrts af fish, 
much of which i offered in, palm-leai 
baskets, Mingle with bamatins, cotn- 
nittts, pineapples, tree-rmelons, alligutor- 
pears. oranges, and limes are gigantic 
yatts, clusters of breadfruit, and piles of 
tury stacked like soldiers’ arms. 


THE KILT 18 UNIVERSALLY POMILAR 


The market squnre is an excellent place 
to study Taltitinn dress. OF present-day 
attire there is everything, from the kilt 
to creased trousers, flashy hose, and flar- 
ing waistcoats. In this islind fashion 
usnally has few moods; wherefore, m 
every hamlet are the kilt and the “Mother 
Hubbard,” In the country the first 1 so 
well liked-that-a large number of wemen 
spread it over or under their dresses, and 
mien who spend a day away from heme 
in European garbdon the prized cloth of 
red, bine, or vellow_as soon a5 they rejoin 
‘ther families: Otten it.and a shirt are 
worm together. Sometimes the latter ts 
tucked, but more often it is not; ated 
thorugh jt may reach well helow the knee, 
like a mghtgowt, it is just a’ probable, 
if the wearer be a boy, that it will barely 
touch the hips. | | 

‘The mrost enjoyable way to-see Tahiti 
is to juurmmev entirely around it. The 
renal way of encircling it is by carriage 
or automobile, except at the peninsula's 
end, where a canoe is necessary. [ ob- 
tained acguide, Tairua, and walked prac- 
tically all of the 120 miles. 

We began our travels together one 
jleasant morning, with the homeo” oy 
guide's father-ndaw, in the Papara dis- 
trict, as ourday’s goal. 

Tairta wore a Earopenn surt-and car 
ried on a-stick alung across his shoulder 
i bundle of clothing wrapped in a kilt. 
As we were leaving Papeete, he yielded 
wo his Jove for music by. stopping at a 
Chinese store and biving a harmonica. 
This he played at intervals all day. His 
tribute ta, Apollo itlustrated a national

trait, for all Tahitians Joye music. They 
delight in singing, and from ancient days 
lave drawn sounds from crude bamboo 
and wooden instruments, Once, as in 
Hawaii, they even employed the nose to 
lease the ear, the medium im that cise 
being a flite. Somietitnues the performer 
was accompanied with songs, but there 
seine to le aly one tine, asingularity 
that obtains to a Wine extent today. 

The faverite instraments now are the 
accordion, harmonica, and jews"-harp, | 
saw the first in all parts of the Taian, 
In Papeete 1 frequently saw groupe of 
Foung persons of hoth sexes squatting 
on lawn ot street, wreathed with flowers 
ind aceormparving at accordion with 
voice or limb. The harmonica is highly 
valued by the jovial bands that gather 
around the rom. bottles in saloons, where 
its trams. combined with the excitation 
resulting from the lijuor, arouse the im- 
temperate cirele to wild ‘cithusiasm ‘and 
huisterons charts. 

Our way lay between cocotnt groves 
and bonann fields: beside coral-lirtered 


beach; in the shade of the flowering 


ane (wild bibises), amd pest the 
lowly sensitwe plunt. 

In alarnn at our tread, Intidreds of land- 
cribs ran in ungainly fashion to thetr 
holes. some raising mulitant claws, others 
bending all their energies toward Hight.

dis stared at as with questioning eres. 


SIGHTS TH GLANDEX THE EVE 


As we Walked, there was tmnch to sec. 
One mitment it was the curling aur 
thoadering on the reef, or an inspiring 
view of the toothed isknd of Moorea; 
apait itwas fiwer and tree—the ponda- 
nis, the medicinal miro, or the dye-pro- 
ducing enfa. On every hand the bread- 
fret shared yard ond roodaide with the 
prolific mango; over wave-washed shore 
and high on breezy till leaned the mut-

borne padin; and afar,on mountain slope. 
branched the glossy fel. 

After sundown we experienced one of 
the greatest pleasures of the tropics— 
travel by moonlight, When the elements 
of the atr are inva placid mood, an even- 
ing stroll i a delight. Waving palms and 
gently sighing wind, roar of surf an dis 
tint reef, and ceaseless wash of tide, com 
hined with pictires of contentment and 
hospitable greetings of young and oft 
from roadside and doorvard, produce 
sensations foreign to the most radiant 
thay. 


A NICHT IN A SATIVE HOME 


At such a tite Tairua reached the 
home of Matarino, Both the latter aud 
his wife saluted my guide with kisses, 
ond then the whole family sat on the ve- 
randa while the long-absent son told. of 
his wanderings in alien lands, | was 
wiver the choice of two beds ani invited 
to retire when [ plessed. My bed was a 
comfortable, ample couch, such as [ saw 
afterward throughout freqtented parts 
of Tahiti. - 

Matariro’s home was a one-story, un- 
pamted wooden structure with a hala 
traded porch, The floor and walls were 
hare, and the whole was roofed with gal- 
vanized-iron sheeting, the tistal covering 
for wooden buildings in the South Macihe. 

Until the French occupied Tahiti its 
people were content to live in. hambou 
lonees with roofs of thatched prandanius 
or coconut branches, or in dwellings con- 
structed wholly of the twa latter nia- 
terms, The primeval style of habitation 
is still the more popular with the ma- 
jority, but in Papeete modernity prevails, 

nthe country, too, in adilition to the all- 
board house, there is n growing fondness 
for attractive combinations of reed, bam- 
boo, aad. amber. ah 

Sone of the native owners of homes 
af European design prefer to live ina 
primitive structure in the rear and marm- 
tain the new domicile chiefly as a mark 
of respectability and affluence. 

CHINESE STORES ALWAYS MARK TEE 

VILLAGE SOU ARE 

Matariro’s residence was within a few 
kilometers of the straggling village of 
Papara Like all other Tahitian villages, 
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it had only one street, and that wes part 
of the ishind'’s main highway. Oh each 
side of this was: an irregular row of 
houses, the best one belonging to the dis- 
triet chief, in this case Tote Salmon, whe 
is mentioned by Stevenser. 

In my trampsin Tahiti] never knew 
when | had ¢rossedl what might properly 
be culled the line between village and 
plantation, [ot practically every village 
center was muirkedl by a group of two 
or three stmoky-looking Chinese stores. 
Wherever they stood, there wasethe yil- 
lage equare, where the gossipers gathered 
and, in the harvesting season, the per- 
fnme of vanilla beans drying on canvas 
spread before the open divers, minde the 
place fragrant. 

There the mative exchanged his coco- 
nuts and scented pods for bread and 
brown stigar and American canned ‘sal- 
mon or New #ealand conned tutter and 
beef, and there the traveler was refreshed 
by coffee or tea, fgure-cight dowglinuts, 
and twisted roll. . 


THE TAILY MENT! 513 THE (TAUITH 
HoUseHtutn 


In Polynesia hespitality exhibits itself 
in many novel ways. In Tahiti, for ¢x- 
ample, the host sometimes spreads a new 
tablecloth at every meal. When a honse- 
wife wants to grace the family board, she 
goes into the yard and gathers for that 
purpose a hanana branch or a few hibis- 
cus lenves. | 

When T was called to breakfast at 
Matarim’s | greeted a half dozen per- 
sons squatting before a banana leat on 
the floor of the back veranda, | was 
given a small table to myself, As I] had 
sail To odid mot care for. coffee, | wus 
setved with orang’ tea and. coconut milk. 
The fret was brewed from the leaves of 
the wild orange tree, and made a_pleasant 
drink. Like the coffer, it was prepared 
in a palin-thatehed kitchen withont walls 
anid was served in a) bowl. 

In ‘common with all Tahitinns, mv 
hosts were very tond of coffee and they 
always had it for breakfast. With it 
they ate tmbattered bread, 

The islanders were taught to eat bread 
by the Chinese, and so wherever it. is 
possible fora baker's cart to go, coffer 
and rolls form the morning's refresh- 
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ment. At other meals fei, yams, and taro 
replace the loat. 

As I sat at breakfast on my first day 
in Papara, 1 heard o inghtfnl moaning 
in the front part of the house. I sup- 
vosed that seme one had heen hurt. or 
had received distressing news. <\fter the 
erving had continved without abstement 
for’ fifteen minutes, | Idan the 
cater, and to my astonishinent found that 
the apparent sufferer was an old woman, 
and that the seeming cause: of, her grief 
was my_guide, who had been called away 
while ronicficdine. She sat at Ins side 
and sobbed preously on his shoulder, | 
could not imagine whut had Jed to all this 
lamentation. It could not have been 
cruelty on the part of Tairua, for he, 
wearing a solemn look, had an alfeetion- 
ate arm about the anguished cate. | 

As soon ns T-got Taira aside 1 asked 
him, “What is the trouble with the old 
worhan 7 | i 

“She is my grandmother,” be replied. 
“T heen long time away and she core to 
give me welcome.” | 


KILLING THE FATTED PIG FOR THE 
PRODIGAL 


That morning a pig was killed in honor 
ai my coniiuctor and was to be served 
for dinner. ‘This it is in Tahiti. When 
the long absent prodigal or favorite son 
reaches his home again, the fatted pur 1s 
shin for hime as a mark of esteem. 

To this island the parker is what pota- 
toes are to Treland and the oaten cake to 
Scotinnd. Without it Tahiti would be 
disconsolate and would quickly become 
a discontented land which only spare-ribs 
antd-lacon could restore to bliss, Almost 
everywhere along its coasts T heard the 
equeal of this indispensable animal, as, 
tethered) by a leg to’a banana plant or 
cononut tree, it Tretfully sought to lreak 
its fetters. Im the wild) unpeopled hills 
it enjoyed a roving freedom, bot even 
there was pursted. by vengeful foes, 
armed with formidable spears, who cot 
it into small pieces and carried these to 
their homes in hamboe rods, 

The hing killed in Tairaa’s honor wns 
served with vam, fel, coconup sauce, and 
milk, 

My hosts and Tairun ate with their

nid a fork. 

‘Tahitians still have an aversion for 
artificial aids in eating, for they believe 
that nothing surpasses their own digits as 
food conveyors. When ‘Wallis visited 
the island a native who had been. face- 
tiiusly nuned Jonathan thought otherwise 
after he had pat on European clothes, 
aul he resolved to elevate limseli im 
society by feeding witha fork. He made 
a heroic attempt, but every time he strove

AT A TAHITI CONCERT 


After supper this day, Tatrun and I 


went up the road to hear the local sing- 


ing society give its weekly rehearsal. 
Every district in. Tahiti has such an as- 
Wis 
then more noted than any of the others 
for choral performances. 

The Papara society held its practices 
in a long, natrow buikling with open 
sides and ends and a palm-thatched roof, 
near the bivhway. [is members squatted 
on the ground, with the women in front. 
Tairua told me that their program in- 
cluded a selection about Adam and Eve 
and another about the miraculous catch 
of fishes on the Sea of Galilee, They 
dang with wim aod their unten was e¢x- 


relent. 


At times their efforts were marked by 
a humming and droning something like 
that of a begpipe aod by heh and Tong- 
drawn 'otes, Sometimes, when they ap 
penne? to be on the point of ending in o 
lengthy drone, a sharp crescendo from 
the leading woman caweed an instant re- 
vival, 

The rapid changes; blendimg, and <us- 
tamer efforts were amazing, For a while 
L was spellboind, lait the droning lulled 
meoand with my head on a log [ slom- 
hererd. 

On the second dav of nv stay in Pa- 
pura IL went on a hunt for fei in the ad- 
jacent mountains, The fei is a species 
of plantain, and it is the island’: most 
valimble article of fond. Tt grows in the 
tountains and is available at all times 
of the vear. It clovely resembles the 
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banana, but its leaves are darker. The 
fruit is from an inch and a half to two 
inches in ciometer and js borne uprightly 
on the stalk in bunches that frequently 
hive frem foo to 130 plantajns. When 
ripe, these are a light red or yellow. 
‘here are many varieties, 

The fratit is bathed or baled for eating, 
and after it is cooked it is customury to 
heat it with a stick to loosen its skin anit 
improve its yuality. 

The fel grows far up mountain slopes, 
where it can be seen miles away. To get 
this staple, the woodaman must wiirty his 
way up alinest impassable ve and 
then down narrow, slippery paths 1 WTTst 
descend, weighted with swaying burdens 
of From Too to 130 pounds. The sticks 
on which they are shige bear so heavily 
on the flesh that they cause toughened 
lumps to form on the shoulder. 


CARE OF CLOTILES CAUSES DEVOUT PostTurRee 
IS CHURCH 


The following day being Sunday, 1 st- 
tended services at the Protestant charch 
with my host. We reached the church a 
half hour too carly, vet we were among 
the kist arrivals, At thar hour more than 
a acore of women, many wearing black 
dresses and straw hats of the same color; 
were seated ander a big clump of bam- 
boo, ard in and around a Chinese store 
were thirty rhore natives of both sexes. 
The majority were barefooted and all 
were neatly attired in Eurepean clothes. 

When they filed into the church, the 
men amd the women sat on separate 
benches, though not on different sides af 
the house. About half of ther leaned 
on the backs of the forms. in front of 
them, ‘Phis caused me to conclude with 
undue haste that they were viry devout. 
When T learned the reason for this atti- 
tude, the aspect of piety I had conjured 
faded away, These saintly angles did 
not tdicite reverence ; they merely be- 
tokened luudable efforts to keep the bincks 
of coats and dresses frem adhering to 
planks which had been coated with pint 
my properly mixerl, 

le services were opened with simg- 
ing, which, of its kind, was extraordinary. 
bligh aloft in the rear of the building a 
wonderful flow of melody was poured 
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iit by a choir of forty or fiity boys anil 
girls. Tn the first twenty-five minutes 
there were five somes. At tumes the con- 

eregutiqn joined, but its good intention= 
were spMiled by a deal of conghmy., 

The pastor wis sone ef the most in- 
dustrious preachers I have ever heard. 
He spoke for thirty minutes, sind scarcely 
ravimsed an instant all the while. 

Atier the congregation's dismissal, the 
majority of its: members foregathered at 
the bunboo clamp sind in the store and 
its lunch-room, Nearly all of the men 


ani] mary of the wamen ‘lighted cigarettes. 


The Tahitian charchman has his own 
brand af cigarette, but he ts just as ready 
tt Accept ony other kimd. His sort is a 
stl] piece oi local tobacco wrapped 1 10 tk 
tit of the plinble pandanns leaf. Some- 
times Dsaw it passed from hand to hand, 
like community property, thus affording 
pleasure to geveral persons before it be- 
clime a stubs, 

Mondkiy morning I bade Matariro fare- 
well, after I had settled my account with 
pe on the easy terms of “pay as mitch 

as you Tike.” 

Beyond the plantation Atimaone, 25 
niles from Papeete, where we patised to 
sce cane fields, a sugar-mill, anid 40,000 
coconmt trees, an enchanting perspective 
unfolded before us, In the distance rose 
the ranges of the peninsula, and we 
passed green hills, pretty bays; and many 
rivers and creeks flowing hetween masses 
of Yerctition totously epreading Over 
awampy lowlands. Tigh over native 
thestnut trees climbed and rambled the 
flowering pohue ( comvalyautltrs)) ; ; along 
the highway an occasional gigantic fern 
threw out fronds rivaling in length those 
of the tree-fern; at their reots feathery 
awords of lesser reach | ew hexartantly, 
and all around them leat, flower, and 
trailing vine covered the earth so com- 





- pletely thet only the road showed o bar— 


Fen Spit. 

Vegetation attained its rankest growth 
dnothe shores of Port Phaeton. Here 
Wild hibiscus hung so thickly over the 
water's edge that, at a distance, only a 
solid bank oF foliage was visible. Tu 
this tangle the chestnut and ithe giant 
hotu (Barringtonia), the former the prey 
of Fert anid. other parasites, cast their 
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shade: and around them, magnificent 
lich ferns chimp to vembowered chifs 
and, with other plants; impinged upon 
the sinuois thoroughfare, 

The productiveness of the laml was 
matched by the feeutdity of the sea. 
(iysters covered the rocks of the tide- 
flats, slugs profusely strewed the shal- 
lows, and plaviul Gsh leaped bodily frem 
the tidal lakes farmed by the mtercept- 
ig reed.

The ieee oft Taravao, overlooking 
Port Phaetot, is the parting of the ways 
for the cmenmoambient traveler. Here 
one rou awit rouml to Maora, an- 
other follows the coast te Tautini, anid tt 
third leads to Hitiaa andl Papenoo, 

We took the read to Maorn, and that 
night arrived at the home of one af 
Tatrun’s cousins, at Vaieri, on the south. 
em side of the peninsula. She was a 
doctor, | was told, and with her family 
occupied the neatest bamboo or “hird- 
cage” house in the village. Tt was alent 
twenty fect long and twelve feet wire 
ated its single room was ronfed with pan- 
one 

TE jodged that there were at least one 
husdred cotrses of thatch, or twice as 
riuoy as in. the ordinaty palm covering, 
ach was strengthened with bamboo and 
reeds and the whole was tastened to 
raftera of Iibisens with narrow strips of 
hark from the site tree. The sidtner 
consizted of bamboo four and one-hali 
feet high, ted together with hibiscus 
rope. ‘The door was a mat of palm 
branches, minus hinges, ‘The floor wasa 
thick carpet of dry grass, partly overinid 
witha mat. Inside everything was neatly 
arranged and scrupulotsly clean. 

The mother spent the evening talking 
to Tairua and weaving a teed hat, in 
which occupation she showed her dex- 
terity by handling eleven strips at a time. 
When | retired for the night 1 was given 
the only bed she possessed, and that I 
might have clean fines, she and. her 
daughter went toe a neighbor's and bor- 
rowed if . 

Tatrua was provided with a mattress 
on the floor and the family slept near 
him on the floor mat, In the morning I 
brenkfasted with him and tis ysrand- 
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wecther’s brother, in cross-legged fashion 
before a cloth. The rest of the heouse- 
hold ate in the thatched kitchen, which 
they evidently deemed toc common for 
mri, 

After- breakfast Tainan and | contin- 
werl io. Maora, where we planned to take 
a canoe the following day to rournl the 
coastof Pari, When we sought lodgings 
for the night we were directed to the 
hl of Momsicur Toa. Here we were 
fayordbly impressed hy a <upper of 
chicken, with coconnt gravy, beet, fei, 
rolis. andl cotter. 

As 1 sat on Toa’s veranda after this 
meal I heard barbarous vells across the 
road. They proceeded from a group of 
boys and girls from six to ten years old, 
who were giving: an imprompr dance. 
They were in the midst af it when the 
father of one or-more of them burst pon 
the scene with shouts of disapproval and 
Howson heads, | asked) Tairua why the 
man should object so emphatically to a 
seemingly harmless per furmance. 

“Tahiti peaple don't allow their chil- 
dren to dance,” he explained. “1 wenld 
tiot 1ét them do so if T had any. Tt is 
had for then. Tahiti children are not 
allowed to dance tntil they are eighteen 
years old or-are married.” 


WASHS AND SPIES 


‘To most persons seeking sweet repose, 
the presence Of twooor three hundred 
wasps and several ferocious-looking spi- 
fers in their bedrocm would not be con- 
ducive to dreamless or visionless sleep; 
yet it.was with just such company os this. 
that my guide and] slumbered in Tous 
house that night. When I was about te 
retire [ chanced to look up; and lot! di- 
rectly over our beds, in the angle of ceil- 
ing arid wall, elitstered two or three Inu 
dred wirespes. 

“Look at that!” [exclaimed with some 
animation. “We are likely to get stung 
before the night ix passed. And look at 
those twa big spiders. One ts altnost ns 
large asa crab, Tsit safe to steep here 2” 

“Eo, ho!” chuckled Turrun “They 
will not hurt you. The wasps are there 
because they are: cold and the spiders are 
afraid of us.” 

In spite of this comforting assirrarice. 
T found it extremely easy to invent pic- 
tires of inquisitive winged insects drop- 
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ping on the counterputie and engaging in 
a sparring match with a yerv unwillmg 
opponent, arid | imagined spiders bent 
on settling themselves snugly in my hair 
for the might. 

I was tager to go round: the. inhaspr- 
table shores of Pari, and at Maora I ar 
ranged with Paorai, a mative, to transport 
me it an outrigger canoe to Tantira, on 
the northern side. He warner mie, how- 
ever, that he might not be able to minke 
the passage if the sea became rough, 
adiling that often he hatl been forced to 
return after he had started for the hone 
of Tuna, god ef rocks and precipices. 

At 8 o'clock the next morning we em- 
barked ina fifteen-foot canoc. The day 
was culled br clouds, but the scenery we 
passed was magmificent. Al the way 
nintintains approached close tothe water 
and rose toa height of several thousand 
feet. Every foot of their length they 
were covered with dorise vegetation, fron 


which innumerable feis: thrust their hong: 


leaves and exer which the pohuc spread 
its orale canopy. | 

Che the sharp summits slender rows of 
thickly clustering trees stood ont su 
clearly defined ox to form a remarknble 
hedge.

surf-swept rocks of the abrupt coust and 
our position became constantly more

Paoral was a gol pilot Tle spoke 
many werds of comm; al caution to 
his assistant and watched every cnoam- 
ing swell with riveted eves. Now and 
thet it seemed that the vaa would: be 
everturiedl, It the outrigger: saved it, 
thongh in untried hands it prolkbly 
would have capsized. 

At last the growing fury of the sea led 
Paurut to abarden further progress, and

After that, in less frequented places, | 
was amuxed to see youths ond maidens 
mice madly through bancna. and coconut 
groves with shirt tails flying signals of 
distress, amd all at the mere sight of one 
whom I have always considered to be a 
harmless-looking Catieasinn. 

With the intention of making still at- 
mther effort to conquer Tari, we went to 
‘Tautira. where Stevenson once lived. for 
a few weeks, and thence dawn the coast 
by canoe and footpath; but.after we had 
almost reached eur lonely destination we 
were baffled again bv billow and. preci- 
ace. . 

From ‘lnutira we retraced our steps to 
the isthaws en our way to Hitiwa We 
reached the village late in the afternoon, 
wet tothe skin by a heavy rain.

After changing our clothing, we sat ttt 
the back veranda and chatted with our 
best. He was young and. as one might 
reasonably expect of a son st honored, 
ambitious. In him, however, an ardent 
desire for power and fame did not bur. 
In other tunes be miv have Ieen an 
nuted by a fire of that sort, but if se it 
had dwindled to a mere Hicker. We te- 
ecrved lamentable proof of this when he 
confided to us that he had oo wish to hold 
the scepter over tia 450 subjects.

The roof wae full of gaping holes and 
the walls were equally well ventilated. 
Around the roast nine persons squatted, 
dnd with fingers in lets of cutlery the 
SiVOTy centerpiece was soon reduced ty 
a heap of bones, | 

Here striking examples of the Tahitian 
temperament were furnished me hy two 
boys. Ome, a pignactous six-year-old, 
hecame enraged when his mother took a 
cigarette from his month wed repr- 
minded him. In his wrath he strock her, 
but, fortunately for him, she was pot in 


an angry mood, , 
The other Tad. who was slightly 


younger, worked himself into still greater 
fury through sympathy for his mother, 
whose face had been blackened in a spirit 
of fun by the French husband of a native 
girl, The child became so passionate over 
this that he velled with all bis power, 
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stanrped repeatedly upon his own hat. 
and finally started for the joker to wreak 
vengeance. He was held hack by his 
parent, Who gave him a beating, but lie 
continvied to cry incessantly aid to play 
thstractedty with his tes. 

The final stage of my tour was An 
Pupenoo, Tatroa’s fatherland. This was 
4 reck-forgel coast. Its shores were 
deeply covered with cobblestones, ond 
dark, unyielding stone walls sullenly re-

THE MAKING OF A JAPANESE NEWSPAPER

art that, sive i its most primitive 


| form, belongs exchenvely to mod- 
erm——inlece, to Jeormparatively recert— 
civilization. ‘That Japan should, in the 
very few years sitice her modern. meta- 
morphosis, have so speedily caught up 
with the van of periodical publication is 
less wonderful is oné remembers thit 
the Orient is the birthplace of the “art 
preservative,” and that China possesses 
the oldest newspaper tp the world. 

There have been similar newspapers 
frum remote antiquity in Japan; small 
sheets roughly struck off trom wooden 
blocks detailing seme great polities! Fiet, 
or describing some crime ar sonw gen- 
erally interesting event. 

The first attempt aba moder journal 
in Japan was in 1864. when the Kawa 
Shimbun was undertaken by Joseph Hess, 
a picturesque character, who im 1850 was 
cast away in the wrecking of a junk, 
resoued and carried to America. Here 
he lived for a number of years, acquired 
a speedy amattering of western ileas ond 
methods, and, when Japan was opened 
after the visit of Commodore Perry, re- 
turned to hie native land ns an interpreter. 

The first modern newspaper monthly 
worthy of the name was founded hy John 
Plack, an Euelishman, one of the first 
fortign residents of Yokohama, This was 
in T872. Since then Japanese journalism 
has grown with wonderiul rapidity, both 
itt volume and in character. There are 
now same eight hundred newspapers atl 
magazines published in the empire, of 
which more than two hundred are in 
Tokyo,

Of the newspapers there are the 
Koampo, which ts the official gazette, 
containing the povertinent OTOL 
ments, sich as laws, regulations, and ap- 
pointments; the Koksenvin, much quoted 
in press dispatches from ‘Tokyo, as giving 
the government opinion of things inter- 
national during the premiership of Prince 


Katsura, and the Nichi Nichi, ae express- 
ing popular sentiment of the better sort. 

Of magazines there are scores of every 
sort ahd kind,—literury, artistic, legal, 
medical, scientific —techinical’ along all 
lines of modern accomplishment and en-

The Jije-Shimpo is a monument, ma 
way, to the memory of tte: founder: not 
nore no omeniument than a constant rem- 
carnation of his‘spirit and influence. Tr 
was: founded 38 years ago by the late 
Fukuzawa Yukicht, who was often called 
the Japanese Gladstone. No account of 
Japan, however brief, and particularly no 
reference to its intellectual and literary 
development, would be complete without 
reference to the life and. influence of this 
rematicahte amin, 

torn in 1835 a Samurai—that ts, one 
of the military gentry, for in Japan every 
gentleman wis a soldier and every sol- 
tier a-gentleman—he wos elt © young 
lov, orphaned and poor, Despite the 
fanatical hatred at that time of an things 
foreign, Fukuszawa vtidertook the study 
of English and made such progress that 
when the first envey was-sent abroad, in 
1860, he was the interpreter and secre- 

fin his return he detached himself 
from all conmmection with official life ane 
devoted himself to the hereulean task of 
Americanizing Japan, for to bint Amer- 
iea was always the ideal armong the ra- 
tions | 

Dropping his prerogative as a Sarmuras, 
Fuktzawa became a commoner and the 
preacher und teacher of a Jeffersonian 
type of democracy. He introdiced into 
Japan public speaking and lecturing, for 
which many of his most progressive cun- 
temporaries declared the Japanese lan- 
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miage unit. To make it-still better sented, 
he coined new words anc plirdses to ex- 
press moder idens: 

Me translated western books and wrote 
otiginial treatises upom. social ane mtel- 
lectnal reform. His works cofnprise one 
huntred and five volumes, of which more 


than ten million copies have been isaticil.. 


lt is no exaggeration to say that this: ione 
man is the tmiellectual father. oi more 
than half the men who are now directing 
the affairs and shaping the destinies of 
the island empire of the Orient. 
Evetitually his work crystallized in two 
things: the Ji/i-Shimpo and the other the 
Keio Gijuku, an Inshitution where a stu- 
dent body of more than two thousand 
is devoting its tre and energy to prac 
tical preparation for usefolness—an in- 
stitution whose modernity is indicated hy 
the fact that it-vanquished our own Uni- 
versity. of Wiseonsin at baseball.

Typesetting in Japanese ts a) tedious 
ai) Iaborions piece of business from an 
Oecidental viewpoint, though the mate 
hands emploved make tt rapad eaongh in 
an Oriental sense. Japanese is printed 
in two sets of characters—the borrowed 
Chinese, which are idecpgraphic, each 
representing a word or a group of words; 
and side by side with these characters, in 
their wertieal lhe, runs the tratélation or 
explanation in the indigenous grass char- 
acters, a sertof phonetic or stenugraplic 
script easily real arid understood by the 
commen and uneducated pecple. 

When an article or editorial ts ready 
in manuscript, it m= sent first to the ddlece 
yraphic compostng-room, where Tf is chi- 
vided into “takes” and given to Chinese 
compositors. The room is filled with 
closely set racks, containing the thesw- 
sands of varieties of wleographic type, 

‘ach eompositar goes from rack to 
rack lonking for the character required. 
That he may not forget what he is look- 
ing for, he sings: it over and over andibly, 
ina cracked, nasal sort of sing-song, A 
composing-ronin is anything but a quiet 
place, resembling the chorus of a Chinese 
theater. | 

When the atticle is finished. it is placed 
in a-sort of galley, tied together and sent 
to the real compasitors, who antie it and 
proceed with a pair of tweezers to place 
the small prass type ‘beside the ideo- 
priph characters. is work demands 
scholarship of a high order, for it re- 
quires not only an accurate and exact 
knowledge of orthography and language, 
lit general information ii fepard to the 
subjects discussed, that the multi-meaning 
characteré may be interpreted. 

The type thus completed is proved. the 
proof carefully read and corrected’ and 
taken then to the imposing stones, where 
it goes into the make-up of the paper. 

All typesetting is of necessity hand 
work, as the peculiar charneter of the 
language precluces the ie ct a linotype.
